Merchants And 
Corporations 
Are 
Provided With Blanks Given Out 
by County Assessor 


Reports obtained from several *«f 
the assessing units in (R ush coun­ 
ty, reveals 1 hat the assessed value 
of personal property is about 25 per 
cent below the assessed 
value 
of 
last year, according to F,arl Priest, 
county assessor, 
Mr. 
Priest 
stated 
that 
this 
amount is in keeping with'' the 
ap­ 
praisem ent value this year, and that 
the assessm ent work is as near nor­ 
mal as could be expected. 
Of the 14 units in the county, in­ 
cluding Carthage and Rushville, the 
average assessed value on household 
goods thi* year is $197, while auto­ 
mobiles are averaging $962, 
from 
the units in which a report has been 
made. 
Farming implements are averag­ 
ing $200 in 12 units, which exclude 
Rushville and Cartilage, 
while 
on 
horses the average so far is 
$97, 
from the units excepting Rushville. 
In 12 units assessed so far, hogs 
have averaged $12, while cattle have 
showed an average of $38 in all un­ 
its except Rushville, where there áre 
a few cows located within the cor­ 
poration limit* that have not lieen 
assessed. 
As fa r as the assessing has pro­ 
gressed sheep have averaged only 
$4.50 a head.

STATE HAS MILES 
IMPROVED ROADS 


Highway Commission Reports That 
There Are 35.000 Miles of 
Improved Highways 


60.000 MILES ARE UNIMPROVED

Features for Knights Templar An­ 
nual Event Kept Secret 


Plans Total 225 Miles For Improve­ 
ment on Roads This Year— 
How The Money is Spent

Indianapolis, Ind., Mai’. 
22—Ind­ 
iana now has approximately 35,000 
miles of improved roads and 
60,000 
miles of 
unimproved 
roads, 
the 
books of the state highway commis­ 
sion showed today. 
The improved 
roads include gravel, brick, re-en­ 
forced concrete and macadam high 
ways. 
In the next year Indiana will add 
approximately 225 miles to the im­ 
proved roads which she already has. 
This year the commission intends to 
award contracts for 25 miles 
of 
roadway, and the highways now un­ 
der construction will make the ad­ 
ditional 100 miles. 
F ite million dollars is now being 
held by the state highway commis­ 
sion and is to be used on the con­ 
struction of highways. This amount 
will be increased according to 
the 
plans of the state for next year. It 
is understood that the state board of 
tax commissioners 
will raise the 
present levy of 3.9 cents to a higher 
amount. Although the legislature did 
not do this the new amendments to 
the state tax law would allow 
the 
governor, auditor of state, and the 
state tax board to fix any levy.

proportion of Sinn Fein representa­ 
tives w’ho will be elected, as it 
has 
not been decided whether fhev will 
pursue

obstructive 
tactics as members or whether they 
will merely refuse to take the oath 
of allegiance and leave from 
six­ 
teen to twenty vacant seats. 
There is no home rule talk in the 
of Ireland.

Fein, which for all practical purpos­ 
es means southern Ireland,

The mala point in getting a good 
job done is to get away on the right 
foot, that is t0 say, with 
a

sound working plan so that you will 
know precisely what

garden. 
There are two essentials in m ak­ 
ing a garden plan, first of all to see 
that the plants 
are 
planted 
far 
enough apart to give plenty of room 
for eultivation for after 
the 
seed 
is once in the 
ground,

becomes the main item. This is wdiere 
more mistakes are made than in any 
other step of gardening. Except in 
tiny patches such as 16 by 16 feet, 
where it is possible to reach almost 
to the middle from any side without 
stepping into the planting, too oiten 
the rows are so closely crowded in 
an effort to make the ground grow

room to walk nlong^ and
